LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE. 
President Wilson announced that he 
was willing to let the people decide 
who was telling the truth, he or Sena­ 
tor Spencer, as to what the president 
said at the peace conference to the 
Rumanians.

Committee of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, headed by Sam­ 
uel Gompers, issued a 
statement 
last night declaring that “reaction 
is doing its best to 
conceal 
and 
evade” the paramount issues of the 
campaign. 
No thinking American, 
the statement said, could fail to see 
the issues, which were defined as 
follows: 
“The League of Nations; protec­ 
tion of the people 
against 
the 
profiteers; relation of government 
to the aspirations of the workers; 
use of the injunction as a means of 
compelling workers to obey the will 
of employers; the high cost of liv­ 
ing: establishment of arbitrary tri­ 
bunals and boards to coerce the 
workers; repress their normal and 
legitimate activities and clog 
the 
processes of industry by artificial 
methods; the right of workers to 
organize for mutual advancement 
and development and to withdraw 
their service when terms and con­ 
ditions of service are oppressive.” 
The 
statement 
reiterated 
the 
committee’s previous indorsement 
of Gov. Cox and the Democratic 
platform, and concludes: 
“On these issues must America 
decide. The American people never 
willingly go back.”
